the United States and fire-wood has 
b een placed in the b ackground. 
Ac­ 
cording to a b ulletin issued b y Chief 
Forester Henry S. Grav es, the cen­ 
sus cf 1880 estim ated 
that 
at that 
time nearly 148 
million 
cords 
of 
wood was used for fuel annually. The 
estim ated v alue of this wood was ap­ 
proximately $322,000,0(*0. 
The popu- 
ation of the United States 
was at 
that time 50 
million. 
Since 
then, 
howev er, the population of the U nit­ 
ed States has reached ab out 90 mil- 
ion, b ut the use of wood as fuel has 
decreased in 
total 
q u a n t i t y . 
Coal, 
howev er, is used much more exten­ 
siv ely. 


The Geological Surv ey announced 
that in 1880 the total production of 
coal was 71,481,570 short tons, while
